' Evolution of the Chick. 

One of the best means of studying 
embryology is the egg of the fowl— 
any breed will do. 

The Incubator has scarcely gone on 
its hatching career, or the hen has 
scarcely set on her bggs twelve hours, 
before some lineaments of the head 
and. body of the chicken appear. The 
heart may be seen to beat at the end' 
of tlie second day. It..has at this time 
somewhat the form of a horseshoe, but 
no blood yet appears. At the end of 
two days two vesicles of blood are to 
be distinguished, the pulsation of 
which is very visible. One of these is 
"the left ventricle', and the other the 
roota of the great artery. At the fif¬ 
tieth hour an auricle of the heart'ap¬ 
pears, resembling a noose folded down, 
upon itself. The healing of the heart 
is first observed in the -auricle, arid 
afterwards in the ventricle. At th^ 
end of the seventieth, hour; the wings 
.are distinguishable;^ and ,on the head, 
two bubbles are seen for the fore and 
hind parts of the head. Towards the 
end of four days the two auricles, al¬ 
ready visible, draw nearer to the heart 
than before. The liver appears to¬ 
ward thg fifth day. At the end of 131 
.jronrs.' the first voluntary motion is 
Observed. At the end of seven hours 
more the lungs and stomach become 
visible, and four hours later the iu- 
testines, the loins and the upper jaw. 
At. the one hundred and forty-fourth 
hour, two ventricles are visible and 
two drops of blood, instead of the 
single one as seen before. The sev¬ 
enth day the brain begins to have 
some consistency. At the one hun¬ 
dred 'and nineteenth hour of incuba¬ 
tion the hill opens and the flesh ap¬ 
pears on the breast. In four hours 
more the breastbone is seen. In six 
hours after this the ribs appear, form¬ 
ing from the back, and the bill is very 
Visible as well as the ball bladder. 
The bill becomes green at the end of 
236 hours; and, if the chicken be ta¬ 
ken out of its covering, it evidently 
moves itself. The feathers begin to 
shoot out toward the two hundred and 
fortieth hour, and the skull becomes 
gristly, At the two hundred and 
sixty-fourth hour the eyes appear. At 
the two hundred and eighty-eighth the 
ribs are perfect, At the three hun¬ 
dred and thirty-first, the spleen draws 
near to the stomach and the lungs 
to the chest. At the end of three hun¬ 
dred and fifty-five hours, the bill fre¬ 
quently opens and shuts, and at the 
end of the eighteenth day the first 
chirp of the chick is heard—'Wilcox
